A, in moft Things they agree with the Greek 
Church from which they firft received their Reli- 
gion, but they have indeed added to it a great ma- 
ny Ridiculous Ceremonies and Foolith Superftiti- 
ons of their own. Their Creed like that of the 
Greeks is the fame with ours, excepting only their 
Ancient Error, concerning the Proceeding of the 
Holy Spirit from the Father alone. In other Points 
they jecn to ftand in fome middle Terms of Opi- 
nion beiween Prorettants and Papifts. In Praying 
to Saints, auricular Conteflion, offering of Sacrifice 
and Prayer for the Dead, and Worthipping of Pi- 
Cures (but not Images) they differ very liccle 
from the Chuich of Rome. But tome fay, they 
deny the Docirine of Tranfubftantiation, and Pure 
gaory, Adminifter the Sacrament in both Kinds to 
all above 7 Years of Age, and to Children under 
that Age they give it but in one Kind. The Invo- 
cation of Saints is a Principa) Part of their Devoti- 
on, efpecially of St. Nicholas and the Virgin Mary, 
(6 whom they render Divine Worfhip. They 
have no {uch Thing as Sermons, but their Service 
contifts only in Reading of fome Pfalms and Chap- 
ters of the Bille, with St. Bafi’s Lithurgy, St. 4- 
thanafius’s Creed and fome Homilies of $:. Chr fc- 
fom, which they have Tranflated into their own 
Language. Marriage is a neceffary Qualification 
for ali that take Orders amongft them, bur yet 
they Punith fourth Marriages with Death in all, 
They efteem Baptiim abiolutely neceflary to Sal- 
Vation, and in the Adminiftiing of :t ule a great 
Deal of Superftition like the Rymanists; as in Ex- 
ofcifing the Child at the Church Door, which they 





think drives the Devil out of it; hanging a Crofs 
of Gold, Silver or Lead, about its Neck, which 
it muft wear till Death ; otherwife it cannot have 
Chrijtian Burial ;  affigning a Saint to it, which ir 
muft Reverence for its Patron; purring Salt into 
is Mouth; making the tign of the Crols on its 
Forehead, Hands, Breafts and Back with Confe- 
crated Oyl ; and dipping it three times in the 
Water.

A. Thefe Winds are only in Places between or 
near the Tropicks, of which fome are called ge- 
neral or Trade Winds, as blowing nearly from the 
fame Point of the Conipafs all the Year round, 
Such a Wind their 1s in the Atlantic and “Et biopic 
Seas, and ajio in the Pacific Ocean, in which there 
is a Conftan: Ecfter/y Wind without any confider- 
able Variation. The fame is alfo obferved in the 
Indian Ocean, between the Lat. of 10 and 30 
Deg. South, between Mudagafcar and Hollandia 
Nova. Mott other Places of the Indian Ocean, e{- 
pecially near the Equator are Subje@ co Periodical 
Wind or Monioons, which for fome Months blow 
conftantly {rom the fame Point of the Compafs, and 
when thele Ceafe, contrary Winds begin, and laft 
asiong. Moft of the Particulars of this Kind are 
well explained by Mr Hadley in his Hiftorical Ac- 
count of Trade-Winds and Monfoons, as alfo the 
Phyfical Caute of them which we have formerly 
given an Ac Ount of, and therefcre need nor Repeat 
there. But if we fou'd farther extend our Enqui- 
ry, into the Phencmena of Winds over the whole 
Gicbe, there is fuch a’ variety in their Pericds, 
Force and Direction cauled by the Irregular Sur- 
face of the Ferraquccus Globe, as the Situation of 
Mounrains,- Valites and-Woods, and the various 
Yyyy Nature
